For a matter of ten 
years, ten seconds seemed the short¬ 
est time for a hundred yards.

Yet since that time the record has gone 
down by fifths of a second to 9 3-5. 
But the limit is clearly being approach¬ 
ed. Not so long ago the mile record 
was successively broken by many sec¬ 
onds at a time; this year a great En¬ 
glish runner, after several unsuccess¬ 
ful trials, beat the previous four-mile 
record of 19 minutes 33 4-5 seconds by 
just two seconds. If the limit has not 
been reached earlier, it is because 
tracks, training and paraphernalia of 
sport have been gradually improved. 
But the time is well within sight when 
the idea of record-breaking must be 
given up, or else performances must 
be measured by fractions of time 
smaller than a fifth of a second, and 
by distances and heights reckoned in 
less than quarters of an Inch. The 
prospect of running records won by 
hundredths of a second, and weight¬ 
throwing records determined by tri- 
angulation and a jury of mathematical 
experts, is not alluring to the imagina¬ 
tion: yet to this complexion must we 
come, unless we are willing to forego 
the somewhat factitious Joys of record- 
breaking, and to fall back upon the 
more primitive satisfaction of merely 
beating a worthy opponent.

How to Succeed in Life. 

HE problem of how to succeed in life will always 
exercise human minds and human curiosity. Every 
successful man has, no doubt, a theory by which to 
explain his own success, and some of them have 
been gi nerous enough to publish these to the world. 

I According to a famous American millionaire, if we remem¬ 
ber aright, to lie industrious is to succeed, but that dictum 
must have been delivered in an optimistic moment, or out 
J of a spirit of modesty which would disclaim for itself any 
| other virtues. We cannot credit that industry alone, or 
i even joined with temperance, will necessarily achieve suc- 
I cess: and Dr. Max Norduu confirms our scepticism. Dr. 

; Nordau, in liis instructive essay on “The Conditions of Suc¬ 
cess" in the Fortnightly, divides success into three classes— 

; one pecuniary, another political, and the third artistic. It 
| should he pleasing to artists generally to know that to the 
last lie confines the use of the word "fame.” Dr. Nordau 
i warns us not to despise money, which we should hardly 
have looked on as necessary advice in these days. He also 
considers that unusual qualities go to make money, quali¬ 
ties "not possessed by one man in a million.” That is not, 
of course, why he is called a millionaire. It is probable, 
however, that there Is not so great, n difference between 
human beings as between their circumstances and the 
chances which fall to them. The tide may come once in 
the affairs of all men. and the flood pass unnoticed by 
most, but it would look as if some men bad many tides. 
But Dr. Nordau, we arc glad to observe, does not on the 
whole recommend a search after riches. On the other 
hand, lie approves of ambition to succeed in public life, 
which may come of “honesty, firmness of character, sound 
common sense, public spirit, sympathy with one’s fellow- 
man, a little geniality, and a little gift of the gab.”—Lon- 
! don Morning Post. 


Study Both Sides. 

E are all partisans by nature, and the judicial 
habit of study both sides of a question must 
be acquired. But few acquire it. The average 
man takes his opinions exparte from some 
biased authority and never hothers to Inquire 
whether they tire right or wrong.

A man ought to be ashamed to give judgment 
on any question unless he lias heard and considered the 
arguments for and against. 

I We decide the weightiest matters without either infor- 
' motion or reflection. How many citizens arc in favor of 
lree trade or of a protective tariff and yet cannot argue 
intelligently the great problem involved in the tariff ques¬ 
tion ? T^ow many people shouted and voted for the free 
coinage of silver who could not define what the term 
I meant? 

I If education and culture train a man to study both sides 
of a question before ho voices an opinion of it they accom¬ 
plish all that can be expected of them. Even among edu¬ 
cated men it is the exception to find one who studies both 
sides of questions.—San Francisco Bulletin. 


A Universal Language. 

URING the Paris exhibition of 1900 several con¬ 
gresses and committees met to take up the question 
of “an auxiliary international language,” and signed 
a report embodying certain conclusions on the sub¬ 
ject. A committee was permanently established, 
with Dr. Leon Leau as its secretary, and it has now begun 
an active propaganda. 

This idea of a made-up tongue was first suggested ns 
far back as 1040 by Sir Thomas TJrquhart, and has re¬ 
ceived the approval of such men as Leibnitz. Grimm and 
Max Muller. But most of us can remember what happened 
to such a language actually constructed by Schuyler some 


twenty years ago, when he put together the ingenious lin¬ 
guistic system which lie called Volapuk. Volapuk abso¬ 
lutely fulfilled tlie requirements of a universal language. 
It was perfectly simple and unvaryingly regular. Its vo¬ 
cabulary was based three-fourths upon words of Teutonic 
origin aud one-fourth upon words contained in the Romance 
language. Its syntax was simplicity itself. No one will 
ever invent an artificial language better than this. It was 
taken up everywhere with great enthusiasm. Schools for 
teaching it cropped up in all countries. Grammars of it 
were published in every Occidental tongue. At leasi twenty 
lexicons of Volapuk appeared, and no one had a word to 
say against it. Nevertheless it may lie doubted whether at 
this moment there is a single human being who uses it, 
studies it or even speaks of it.—London Chronicle. 


Letter Writing. 

A LL children should be carefully Instructed In tlie art 
of lei ter writing, and should be encouraged to write 
to parents at regular Intervals when away from 
home. An Instance is recalled, aud such instances 
are not infrequent, where a daughter who married 
ami left her old home in her early womanhood wrote to her 
parents every week for fifty years, in too many families 
the tie is broken when children depart, or is not strength¬ 
ened by faithful nnd systematic correspondence. The 
strongest family r^eetion is subjected to a severe test 
when brothers an.. sisters separate and very rarely or 
never renew the old family life by frequent visits or com¬ 
munication by letter. 

Owing to cheap postage and case of communication, tho 
urrival of a letter is not such an Important event ns it was 
when postage was costly nnd mail transit was slow. In 
former days letters from absent friends were warmly wel¬ 
comed and carefully preserved. 

Children should be encouraged to write letters, because 
the habit is educative if practiced under the direction of 
intelligent parents. Nothing reveals ouo’s knowledge of 
the language more certainly than a letter or other written 
effort. Our forms of speech are acquired chiefly In tlie 
family, and not in the schools. The accuracy of one’s writ¬ 
ten and spoken language depends upon parents, rather than 
upon teayhers.—Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


What the Hague Court Is. 

HE misconception that The Hague court is a body of 
international jurists that assemble at The Hague 
whenever called on is so rife that it may be time¬ 
ly to repeat how tlie court is not a tribunal, but 
consists of a largo number of men "of acknowledged 
skill on questions of international law. possessing tlie high¬ 
est moral reputaion and willing to accept tho office of arbi¬ 
trators when called on. Each of the signatory powers lias 
appointed four members of this court. Tlie tribunal in any 
particular ease, in tho absence of any special agreement to 
the eontrnry, consists of five arbitrators, chosen from 
among the members of the court, two being named by each 
party to the dispute, and the four so-named choosing the 
fifth. If they fail to agree on the fifth member he is to lie 
chosen by a power agreed upon, or if no such agreement 
can be reached, by two powers agreed on. Just liow the 
tribunal to consider the Venezuelan euse will be selected 
will not be known until the terms of the protocol are made 
public. The Hague treaty intentionally gives a very wide 
latitude so far ns the constitution of the tribunal is con¬ 
cerned. Its framers were seekirg to make arbitration 
agreements easy, and therefore did not impose any more 
restrictions than were necessary.—St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


Go Back to the Farm. 

HERE is no cure for conditions of depression In 
either organized labor or organized capital. Both 
depend on the markets nnd neither tho one nor the 
other can command them. The real remedy for hard 
times, the enforced remedy for redundant labor, is 
n reversal of the townwnrd tide of population. As a last 
resort men must dig to live, nnd they must go back to the 
land to dig. The reviving movement for the occupation of 
tho public lands In the West is a healthy one even where 
It takes the form of migration to the cheaper arable lands 
of Canada.—Philadelphia Record.

A CHEERING OUTLOOK. 

Proposed Expenditure* This Year by 
Various Railroad Corporations. 

The Railway World, adverting to the 
prevailing opinion of prominent bank¬ 
ing and business men that “we have at 
least another year of business activity 
ahead of ns, and that the railroads, In 
the work of reconstructing their lines, 
and upon which hundreds of millions 
remain to be expended, will be an all- 


powerful factor in continuing business 
activity,” gives importance to the fact 
that enormous expenditures by various 
railroad systems are scheduled for the 
coming twelve months. It Is stated, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad will enter 
upon contracts calling for an expendi¬ 
ture of over $50,000,000, provision hav¬ 
ing been made for an increase of $100,- 
000,000 In tlie company’s capital stock. 
Some $0,000,000 is to go intq new yards 
and buildings at Pittsburg, $ 10 , 000,000 
into real estate, etc., in New York 
Olty, $5,000,000 into the new union 
station in Washington, $3,000,000 into 
track elevations, etc., in New Jersey, 
$1,000,000 for the Trenton bridge, nnd 
$2,000,000 for improvements in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

The Baltimore and Ohio also has 
work in contemplation -tlmt calls for 
ilte yearly expenditure of many mil¬ 
lions, the total not falling below $30,- 
000,000. The New York Central lias 
$25,000,000 to spend on general im¬ 
provements. Tlie Southern Pacific and 
old Central Pacific are to have nearly 
$40,000,000 of new capital put into 
them, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
will spend $20,000,000 on new lines 
in Oklahoma. And these are but a few 
of the large outlays to be made by 
railways, the effect of which upon 
business must be very considerable. 
The mines, the furnaces, the machine 
shops, and tlie factories will be kept 
busy in filling the contracts made nec¬ 
essary by the extensive wants of tlie 
railroads. All branches of business 
will doubtless feel the benefit of the 
large outlay, provided everything goes 
right in the financial world.—Balti¬ 
more Sun.

MAKE VERITABLE CANYONS OF 
NEW YORK STREETS. 

Each One of the Many Huge Office 
Buildings la a Community in Iteelf, 
ill Touch with IHatunt Part* of the 
Karth. 


Aiuoug tlie multitude of interesting 
features of New York City. prominent 
place must be given the towering office 
buildings, which are more numerous in 
the lower end of lhat city than any¬ 
where else in the world. Coming in 
on a ferry at the Battery or at the 
south cud of West street, there rise 
up before you monsters of brick, stone 
nnd mortar within the walls of any 
one of which is carried on inside of 
twenty-four hours a greater volume of 
business, measured in dollars and

cents, than most small cities can show 
in a month. In the winding, narrow ; 
streets which run from Broadway to- j 
whrd tlie rivers I hey stand so closely 
side by side that, a gloomy, canyon-1 
like appearance is given tlie streets 
and tlie man who gazes upward to¬ 
ward the fourteenth, eighteenth, twen-! 
tietli or twenty-second story is made 1 
to feci liis insignificance. 

But it is within that, the greatest 
interest lies. The population of from 
1,000 to 1,500 persons is as varied as 
that of a town. Banking houses han¬ 
dle, behind handsome marble desks, 
their hundreds of thousands, which go 
out to mingle with the country's pros¬ 
perity and develop new projects of In¬ 
dustry and ingenuity. Insurance com¬ 
panies pledge their enormous capital 
to the lives of men in California aud 
Florida, and to the safety of .ships 
rounding the Cape. The tickers in 
many brokers’ offices, over which noisy 
stock speculators and sober investors 
touch elbows, click out the news con¬ 
cerning tlie great mass of world 
wealth for bits of which thousands 
dnlly match their wits and their ener¬ 
gies. Lawyers make plans in these 
rooms that will free the innocent and 
punish the guilty; and promoters sell 
South American mines and West Af¬ 
rican land rights. The offices of a 
great Western railway system bind 
the East aud West with bands of steel 
and commerce, and exporters send 
goods from New Hampshire mills to 
the Orient. An energetic tnan with 
military carriage, after an hour's con¬ 
ference, is just completing the sale of 
an Important block of land to tlie pro¬ 
prietors of a great department store, 
while directly above him an insignifi¬ 
cant looking little man, wheeling ner¬ 
vously In hi* chair, Is outlining to con¬ 
federate capitalists a scheme that will 
give them control of a big street rail¬ 
way system. At his left. In turn, sep¬ 
arated by a thin partition, an engineer 
la solving the problem of building a 
fifteen-story building on a narrow tri¬ 
angular plot of quicksand in such a 


way that no disturbances of the soil 
shall shake the foundations of adjoin 
ing structures. Typewriters, rapid fire 
guns of industry, rattle away in every 
corner of the floors. Bells, each ring 
ing for a purpose, sound in unmusical 
confusion ou every side. Every Imui- 
ing Is an eddy in Its swirling crowds 
that burry up and down, in and owt, 
throughout the long days. 

From the time these men enter tbntr 
offices in the morning until they go aft 
night, many of them need not leawi 
the building. Messenger boys rush la 
and out with messages. By telegrapfc, 
cable and telephone they can talk with 
London, San Francisco, or 50th street, 
as they wish. Supplies are there, their 
restaurant Is there, their barber, their 
newspaper, their bank, their Insurance 
company, their own police and detect¬ 
ive service, their own fire department, 
tlioir broker, their lawyer. It Is a com¬ 
plete community in itself. 

At night the thousands drift away, 
tlie engines are quieted, the outer gates 
are closed, a single elevator rune ir¬ 
regularly. Outside there is the death 
like stillness of a deserted town, and 
tlie tread of (lie policeman on the 
pavemeut echoes bleakly down the 
cavernous streets. Witiliu only (he 
caretaker and a few helpers remain. 
But the great machine lias scarcely 
time to rest before it is again throb 
blng away with its entire strength, 
straining to handle smoothly the mans 
es of hurrying people that crtisli in 
upon it. Every day the force it tnv 
consciously, mechanically manufac¬ 
tures reaches further into recesses of 
unknown lands and increases its grip 
ou world-important affairs. The army 
of stalwart buildings which is grow 
ing up from every corner of the island 
forms the rampart of American Indus 
trial defense, the vnnguard of Ameri¬ 
can commercial supremacy. In years 
to come they may pass one by one and 
be replaced by others greater than 
they, but the forces they make to-day 
are a part of history.

As these birds can outrun the 
swiftest horse, they usually choose to 
escape pursuit by their speed. The 
road-runner, however, has one mortal 
enemy, the rattlesnake. This reptile 
is fond of devouring the road-runner’s 
eggs whenever It comes across a nest 
in the sagebrush. But the birds often 
have opportunities for revenging them¬ 
selves. 

Whenever they come across a sleep¬ 
ing rattlesnake sunning himself on a 
warm rock they Immediately prepare 
a trap for his destruction. Prickly 
pears abound In those regions. The 
road-runners, generally a pair, at once 
begin picking up the spiny-covered 
leaves of this plant and piling them 
about the sleeping snake in a circle. 
Wheu their work is completed they 
give their enemy a few pecks to awak¬ 
en him and then retire to watch the 
result. 

In vain the rattlesnake tries to es¬ 
cape. The ring of prickly leaves holds 
him a prisoner. At every move he 
makes the spines prick him, until at 
last in despair lie turns, bites himself 
and dies, 

Travelers often come across these 
circles of dried leaves with the dead 
snake in the center, says the Detroit 
News-Tribune. At first no white man 
would believe the Indian tales of this 
strange method the road-runners em¬ 
ployed in killing their mortal enemy,

Once, coming 
to his sailing vessel in England, he in¬ 
terpreted the unfavorable winds as a 
conspiracy against him, then mounted 
an elevation and began to harangue the 
people, although they dkl not under¬ 
stand a word lie said. In addition to his 
fixed ideas and deliriant convictions 
Rousseau suffered from attacks of 
acute delirium, a sort of maniacal exci¬ 
tation. He died from apoplectic attack.

Dea<l Sen Evaporation. 

Scientific observation justifies the es¬ 
timate that a daily average of 0,500,000 
tons of water is received into the Dead 
sea from the Jordan and other sources 
during the year. During the rainy sea 
son, says the Chicago Reeord-TIerald, 
the amount is very much greater; dur¬ 
ing the dry season it is of course very 
much less, hut this ’average will he 
maintained year after year. There is 
no outlet, and the level is kept down by 
evaporation only, which is very rapid 
because of the intense heat, the dry at¬ 
mosphere and tlie dry winds which are 
constantly blowing down the gorges be¬ 
tween the mountains. This evaporation 
causes a haze or mist to hang over tlio 
lake at all times, and when it is more 
rapid than usual heavy clouds form 
and thunderstorms sometimes rage with 
groat violence In the pocket between 
the cliffs even in the dry season. A 
flood of rain often falls upon the stir 
face of the sea when the sun is shin¬ 
ing, and the atmosphere is as dry as a 
bone half u mile from the shore. The 
mountains around the Dead sea are 
rarely seen with distinctness because 
of this haze.
